COURT SITS ON 
POS CHIQUITO SLAYING. 


Yesterday, Friday April 24, the 
court in Oranjestad held a second 
hearing in the case against Mr. 
Richard Evariste Hunt, charged 
with the slaying of his concubine, 
Alicia Errind@el, and her mother, 
Zulma May Haddocks, at the lat- 
ter’s residence in “Pos Chiquito, 
Aruba on December 5, 1951. 

The women became the vietims 
of several stalig-which, Police said, 
Hunt had confsseth, to have inflict- 
ed when he personally reported the 
slaying to the Police. Later, Hunt 
said he did not retall making this 
statement and said he did not re- 
member the incident of the slay- 
ing at all. 

Mr. St. Clair Morris, the driver 
who had driven the accused to the 
Police Station was heard as a wit- 
ness yesterday. 


Early last year, a first hearing 
was held by the Court, but senten- 
ce was deferred pending a report 
from the psychiatrist in Curacao. 
The report was received in Aruba 
last month and revealed that the 
accused, who had been under ob- 
servation in Curacao all along, is 
a man of lesser educational back- 
ground, and was under severe men- 
tal strain at the time. Dr. Was- 
zink, the psychiatrist concludes 
that the slayer can only be held 
partially responsible for his ac- 
tions.

VISITS ARUBA 


The San Nicolas community 
last Sunday evening had its first 
opportonity of meeting Mrs. 
Mareus Garvey. widow of the 
famous negro leader, when she 
gave a public address at the 
UNIA Hall in San Nicolas. The 


UNIA (Universal Negro Improve- 


ment Association) is a movement 
founded by the late Marcus Gar- 
vey. It now has branches in se- 
veral countries. Mrs. Garvey 
who now resides in England and 
is engaged in social work among 
negroes there, is at present on a 
tour of the Caribbean. 

Taking as her subject on Sun- 
day “The Survival of the Negro,” 
Mrs. Garvey held her audience 
spellbound for more than an 


= Il 
hour as in fluent and vivid style 
she traced the development of 
the Negro in the New World after 
he had been torn by force from 
his native roots in Africa 

A wide traveller, who has her- 
self spent many years in Africa. 
she gave her audience an idea of 
African life and the new awaken- 
ing of the Africans towards shap- 
ing their own destiny 

Mrs. Garvey was quite empha- 
tic. however, that the Negro 
having been transplanted and 
settled in the New World with- 
out much of the tradition or cul- 
ture of his native Africa, and 
having made a substantial con- 
tribution to the development of 
the area, especially the West . 
Indies, now has every right to 
remain rather than relinquish 
the place so dearly won.
